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LIME  REPORT— 1945-1948 


INTRODUCTION 

The  Pennsylvania  Lime  Law,  Act  of  June  1,  1915,  requires 
annual  registration  of  all  liming  materials  sold  for  agricultural 
purposes.  The  following  information  is  required  to  be  shown  on 
sacks  or  attached  cards: 

(a)  The  name  of  the  manufacturer  or  importer,  and  the  ad- 
dress of  his  principal  office. 

(b)  The  name  of  the  place  where  manufactured. 

(c)  The  brand  or  trade  name  of  the  material. 

(d)  The  name  of  the  form  of  the  material. 

(e)  The  net  weight,  when  the  material  is  sold  in  packages. 

(f)  The  fineness  of  the  material,  if  in  a  ground  or  powdered 
form,  showing  the  percentage  passing  the  twenty  mesh  sieve,  the 
sixty  mesh  sieve,  and  the  one  hundred  mesh  sieve. 

(g)  The  minimum  per  cent  contained  of,  in  terms  of,  oxides 
of  calcium  and  oxides  of  magnesium. 

(h)  With  respect  to  all  burned  forms  of  liming  materials,  in- 
cluding mixtures  of  burned  and  unburned  liming  materials,  state- 
ment of  the  total  maximum  per  cent  contained  of  oxides  of  cal- 
cium and  oxides  of  magnesium,  which  are  combined  as  carbonates. 
The  information  given  in  the  said  statement  shall  be  held  to  be 
the  guaranty  of  the  manufacturer  or  importer  that  the  goods  to 
which  said  statement  refers  are  of  the  kind  and  quality  or  com- 
position and  fineness  so  set  forth. 

The  act  provides  for  the  collection  and  analyses  of  official 
samples  as  obtained  by  Agents  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

The  act  further  provides  for  the  analyses  of  special  samples 
of  liming  materials  submitted  by  manufacturers  or  producers 
located  within  the  Commonwealth  for  a  fee  of  $5  per  sample. 

Applications  for  registration  are  required  to  be  submitted  and 
the  registered  labeling  should  correspond  with  labeling  employed 
on  sacks  or  attached  cards. 

The  registration  or  license  fees  are  as  follows: 

New  Brands   $  5.00 

Sales  to  1000  tons  inclusive    5.00 

Over  1000  to  5000  tons  inclusive   10.00 

Over  5000  tons    20-00 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Bulletin,  namely  for  the  years 
1941  to  1944  inclusive,  45  special  samples  were  submitted  for 
analysis  with  the  prescribed  fees.  The  results  of  these  analyses 
are  not  included  in  this  report. 

During  the  spring  and  fall  shipping  seasons,  for  the  years  1945 
to  1948  inclusive,  161  official  samples  were  secured,  out  of  which 
158  samples  were  selected  for  analysis.

The  results  of  chemical  analyses  of  the  158  official  samples  showed 
that  59  or  37.4$  were  deficient  in  calcium  oxide  and  15  or  9.5$  deficient 
in  magnesium  oxide  to  the  extent  of  .50$  or  more  below  their  respective 
guarantees.

PENNSYLVANIA  LIME  LAW 

June  1,  1915,  Ko.  306,  P.  L.  678,  as  amended  May  22,  1933— No.  157,  P.  L.  894 

AN  ACT 


To  regulate  the  sale  for  agricultural  purpose  of  crushed  lime- 
stone lime,  gypsum,  and  related  products;  denning  said 
products;  and  prescribing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this 
act. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  all  liming  mater- 
ials for  agricultural  purposes,  sold,  offered,  or  exposed 
for  sale  within  this  Commonwealth,  shall  have  attached 
to  it  or  be  accompanied  in  the  manner  provided  m  sec- 
tion three  thereof,  by  a  plainly  printed  statement, 
giving  the  following  information: 

(a)  The  name  of  the  manufacturer  or  importer,  and 
the  address  of  his  principal  office. 

(b)  The  name  of  the  place  where  manufactured. 

(c)  The  brand  or  trade  name  of  the  material. 

(d)  The  name  of  the  form  of  the  material. 

(e)  The  net  weight,  when  the  material  is  sold  in 
packages. 

(f)  The  fineness  of  the  material,  if  in  a  ground  or 
powdered  form,  showing  the  percentage  passing  the 
twenty  mesh  sieve,  the  sixty  mesh  sieve,  and  the  one 
hundred  mesh  sieve. 

(g)  The  minimum  per  cent  contained  of,  in  terms 
of,  oxides  of  calcium  and  oxides  of  magnesium. 

(h)  With  respect  to  all  burned  forms  of  liming  ma- 
terials including  mixtures  of  burned  and  unburned 
liming' materials,  statement  of  the  total  maximum  per 
cent  contained  of  oxides  of  calcium  and  oxides  of  mag- 
nesium, which  are  combined  as  carbonates.  The  infor- 
mation given  in  the  said  statement  shall  be  held  to  be 
the  guaranty  of  the  manufacturer  or  importer  that  the 
goods  to  which  said  statement  refers  are  of  the  kind 
and  quality  or  composition  and  fineness  so  set  forth. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  the  expression 
"liming  materials  for  agricultural  purposes"  means 
any  substances  containing  calcium  or  magnesium,  or 
both  for  use  as  soil  amendments  or  in  soil  treatment, 
or  as  ingredients  or  reagents  in  the  preparation  of  any 
fungicide  or  insecticide. 

Section  3.  The  statement  required  by  section  one 
this  act  shall,  in  the  case  of  goods  sold  in  package,  be 
plainly  printed  upon  the  package,  or  upon  a  tag  or 
label  fastened  thereto,  of  such  quality  and  in  such 
manner  that  it  shall  not  be  detached  in  handling,  and, 
in  the  case  of  goods  sold  in  bulk  the  said  statement 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser  either  with  the  in- 
voice therefor  or  with  the  goods. 

Section  4.  Every  manufacturer  or  importer  of  lim- 
ing materials  for  agricultural  purposes  shall,  on  or  be-

for  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  or  before 
offering  them  for  sale  in  this  Commonwealth,  file  an- 
nually with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  a  statement 
of  the  names  and  number  of  brands  of  such  materials, 
having  distinct  trade-names,  that  he  shall  offer  for  sale 
during  the  next  ensuing  calendar  year,  or  remainder 
thereof,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  statement  declar- 
ing the  composition  of  these  several  brands  of  said 
materials,  as  required  by  section  one  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  In  addition  to  the  statement  required  by 
section  four  of  this  act,  every  manufacturer  or  im- 
porter of  any  of  the  materials  covered  by  section  one  of 
this  act  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of 
each  year,  or  before  offering  them  for  sale  within  this 
Commonwealth,  file  annually  with  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  an  affidavit  showing,  as  nearly  as  prac- 
ticable, the  weight  of  each  brand  of  said  materials  sold 
by  him  or  if  the  producer  or  vendor  be  a  firm  or  cor- 
poration, by  its  managers,  officers,  and  agents,  within 
the  Commonwealth,  during  the  last  preceding  year; 
and  for  each  brand  so  sold  he  shall  pay  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  a  license  fee,  according  to  the  weight 
sold,  as  follows:  For  an  amount  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  tons,  five  dollars;  for  an  amount  exceeding 
one  thousand  tons,  but  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
tons,  ten  dollars;  and  for  an  amount  exceeding  five 
thousand  tons,  twenty  dollars ;  and  when  said  fees  shall 
have  been  paid,  and  the  statements  required  by  section 
four  of  this  act  have  been  filed  with  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  the  party  or  parties  who  have  made  such 
payment,  and  otherwise  complied  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  sell  within  the  Common- 
wealth the  goods  specified  in  said  statement  and  cov- 
ered by  said  fees  during  the  year,  or  fraction  of  a  year, 
immediately  following  said  statement.  If  the  manu- 
facturer or  importer  shall  not  have  made  during  the 
preceding  year  any  sales  within  the  Commonwealth, 
of  the  aforesaid  material  of  any  brand  to  be  offered 
for  sale  during  the  year  for  which  the  fee  is  to  be  paid, 
he  shall  pay  for  each  such  brand  a  fee  of  five  dollars. 
All  moneys  so  received  shall  be  immediately  paid  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  into  the  State  Treasury, 
for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth.

Section  6.  Any  person  or  persons,  selling,  offering,  or 
exposing  for  sale,  any  of  the  materials  covered  by  sec- 
tion one  or  brand  of  the  same,  unless  accompanied  by 
the  statement  required  by  section  one  of  this  act,  or, 
when  so  accompained,  if  the  said  statements  shall  be 
false  in  any  particular,  or  without  having  complied 
with  all  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  on  conviction  shall  be 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  not  less  than

one  hundred  dollars  for  each  subsequent  offense.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  enforce  Enforcement 
the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  all  penalties,  costs,  and 
fines  recovered  shall  be  paid  to  him  or  his  duly  au- 
thorized agent,  and  by  him  shall  be  immediately  paid 
into  the  State  Treasury,  for  the  use  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  to  ^vocation  of 
revoke  any  license  where  it  shall  be  properly  ascer- 
tained that  the  license  has  wilfully  given  false  infor- 
mation in  its  statements  relative  to  the  kind,  quality, 
composition  or  fineness  of  the  liming  materials  sold,  or

Section  7.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby 
empowered  to  collect  samples  of  the  materials  covered 
by  section  one  of  this  act,  either  in  person  or  by  his 
duly  qualified  agent  or  representative,  to  have  them 
analyzed,  and  shall  publish  the  results  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  public;  and  for  this  purpose  the  said  Sec-  Right  of  access, 
retary  of  Agriculture,  such  assistants,  agents,  experts,  ttc- 
chemists,  detectives,  and  counsel  as  he  shall  duly  au- 
thorize, shall  have  full  access,  ingress,  and  egress  to 
and  from  all  places  of  business,  quarries,  kilns,  fac- 
tories, barns,  buildings,  carriages,  cars,  and  vessels 
used  in  the  manufacture,  storage,  transportation,  or 
sale  of  any  of  the  said  materials.  They  shall  also  have 
power  to  open  any  package  or  vessel  containing  or  sup-  ^  f 
posed  to  contain  any  of  the  said  materials,  and  to  take 

samples  for 

therefrom  samples  for  analysis,  upon  tendering  the  ana»sis 
value  of  said  samples.  Any  manufacturer  or  producer 
of  any  of  the  materials  covered  by  section  one  of  this  ,Rignt  of 
act,  located  in  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  entitled  to 
have  a  single  sample  of  any  distinct  brand,  for  the  sale  analyzed 
of  which  he  has  paid  the  fee  required  by  section  five  of 
this  act,  analyzed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture may  prescribe  with  respect  to  the  points  of  com- 
position specified  in  said  section  one,  upon  sending  Fee 
sample  properly  sealed  and  carriage  prepaid,  together 
with  a  fee  of  five  dollars  for  each  such  analysis ;  but  not 
more  than  two  brands  shall  be  analyzed,  under  the  priv- 
ilege conferred  by  this  proviso,  for  one  manufacturer 
or  producer  in  a  single  year.  None  of  the  provisions  of  Limited  ^ 
this  act  shall  apply  to  sales  of  limestone,  or  limestone  or  quarry 
products  or  marl,  when  such  sales  are  made  at  the  excepted 
quarry  or  pit  in  bulk,  and  delivered  to  the  wagons  or 
trucks  of  the  users,  who  are  presumed  to  be  acquainted 
with  the  qualities  of  the  local  products,  if  such  deliver- 
ies do  not  exceed  one  hundred  tons  in  any  one  year.

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Pennsylvania  Agriculture 

ALTHOUGH  long  regarded  primarily  as  a  major  industrial  State,  Penn- 
sylvania in  recent  years  has  received  recognition  as  an  increasingly 
important  agricultural  production  area. 
According  to  the  United  States  Agricultural  Census  of  1945,  Pennsylvania 
has  171,761  farms,  averaging  87.4  acres  in  size.  As  of  January  1949,  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  estimated  the  value  of  farm  lands,  buildings, 
equipment  and  machinery  at  $1,500,000,000.  Livestock  and  poultry  on  hand  at 
that  time  was  worth  approximately  $355,000,000  and  crops  on  hand  $150,000,000. 
These  three  items  represent  a  total  investment  of  more  than  $2,000,000,000  in 
the  State's  agricultural  production  industry,  comparing  favorably  with  capital 
invested  in  the  Commonwealth's  metal  and  metal  products  industries,  and 
with  all  other  manufacturing  industries  of  the  State. 

Cash  income  from  marketings  from  Pennsylvania  farms  amounted  to 
$775,668,000  in  1947  compared  with  $824,011,000  in  1948.  In  this  respect,  the 
State  ranked  13th  in  the  Nation.  In  addition,  Government  payments  totaled 
$6,723,000  in  1947  and  $5,318,000  in  1948.  One-third  of  the  1948  cash  income 
($277,322,000)  was  from  dairy  products,  and  nearly  one-fourth  ($199,847,000) 
from  poultry  and  poultry  products,  the  two  totaling  $477,169,000.  Cash  income 
in  1948  from  all  livestock,  poultry  and  their  products,  amounted  to  $619,- 
725,000  (75%  of  total  income)  and  from  crops  $204,286,000  (25%). 

In  1948  Pennsylvania  ranked  1st  among  all  States  in  the  production  of 
mushrooms,  buckwheat,  cigar-leaf  tobacco,  spring  and  fall  spinach,  nursery 
grown  Christmas  trees,  producer-retailed  milk,  crops  grown  under  glass,  and 
in  yield  per  acre  of  green  peas  for  processing;  3d  in  maple  sugar  and  clover 
and  timothy  hay;  4th  in  sour  cherries;  5th  in  grapes  and  maple  sirup;  6th 
in  commercial  apples  and  timothy  seed;  7th  in  peaches,  potatoes  and  all 
tobacco;  8th  in  all  cherries  and  honey;  9th  in  sweet  cherries;  10th  in  pears 
and  13th  in  all  hay. 

In  livestock  and  livestock  products,  Pennsylvania  in  1948  ranked  9th  in 
number  and  5th  in  value  of  milk  cows  and  heifers  two  years  old  and  over, 
6th  in  volume  of  milk,  3d  in  value  of  dairy  products,  6th  in  total  weight  of 
calves  slaughtered,  9th  in  weight  of  cattle  and  hogs  slaughtered.  In  poultry 
the  State  ranked  1st  in  farm  cash  income  from  eggs,  1st  in  income  from 
chickens  and  1st  in  combined  income  from  chickens,  eggs,  broilers  and  tur- 
keys; 3d  in  chickens  raised,  3d  in  eggs  produced,  4th  in  number  and  2d  in 
value  of  chickens  on  farms  January  1,  1949,  7th  in  number  and  6th  in  value 
of  turkeys  raised,  and  7th  in  number  of  baby  chicks  hatched. 

Relative  importance  of  crops  within  the  Commonwealth  and  among  the 
states  is  presented  in  some  detail  on  page  5,  and  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products  on  page  22.  All  estimates  are  preliminary,  and  values  of  crops  are 
forecasts  based  upon  prices  received  during  the  marketing  season  to  Decem- 
ber 1,  except  tobacco. 

PENNSYLVANIA  1948  CROP  PRODUCTION 

HP  HE  aggregate  value  of  Pennsylvania's  principal  field  and  fruit  crops 
produced  in  1948,  estimated  at  $322,198,000,  was  7%  less  than  their  1947 
value  of  $347,958,000.  On  a  tonnage  basis,  production  was  up  only  Vz  of  1%, 
the  increase  of  1%  in  field  crops  being  almost  offset  by  the  18%  decrease  in 
fruits.  Acreage  of  field  crops  harvested  in  1948  exceeded  1947  by  1%.  Prices 
received  by  farmers  for  grains  were  down  sharply  from  1947.  Potatoes  and 
all  fruits,  except  apples  and  grapes,  were  also  lower,  but  hay  was  $2.00  per 
ton  and  apples  10  cents  a  bushel  higher. 

Farmers  generally  experienced  an  excellent  growing  season  in  1948.  Exces- 
sive rain  in  some  sections  retarded  planting  of  spring  crops  and  delayed 
harvesting  of  hay  and  grain  but,  on  the  whole,  farm  work  was  completed  on 
schedule.   Yields  of  nearly  all  crops  were  good  to  excellent. 

Frequent  rains  delayed  planting  of  corn  and  in  the  north  little  was 
CORN  plantecj  prior  to  june  i.  wet  soils  hindered  early  cultivation  but, 
despite  the  poor  start,  the  crop  came  on  rapidly  and  nearly  all  acreage  for 
grain  matured  nicely  before  killing  frosts.  Yields  were  the  highest  in  recent 
years.  Quantity  and  quality  of  ensilage  corn  were  well  above  average. 

Condition  of  winter  wheat  December  1,  1947,  was  the  lowest  for  the 
WHEAT  date  gince  ig30  Dry  weather  m  September  and  October  delayed 
planting  and  seedings  did  not  make  optimum  fall  growth,  but  wintered  well 
and  developed  rapidly  in  the  spring.  Conditions  were  unusually  favorable 
for  spread  of  rust,  and  losses  were  heavy  in  southeastern  counties. 
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nT|_|[;B  Most  oats  were  planted  late,  with  some  seeding  continuing  until 
rPAiw<;  mid-June.  A  favorable  growing  season  aided  development — yields 
GRAINS  were  about  8  bushels  above  average.  Barley  yielded  well  above  the 
1937-46  average.  Acreage  planted  to  rye  continued  to  decline.  Yields  were 
about  average.  Plantings  of  buckwheat  exceeded  exoectations  but  were  down 
sharply  from  1947.  Very  good  yields  were  realized. 

F<.  Potatoes  enjoyed  an  exceptionally  good  growing  season  and 
rOTATObi  averagec}  a  new  State  record  of  185  bushels  per  acre,  20  bushels 
above  the  record  of  1947. 

The  season  was  excellent  for  tobacco,  except  in  a  few  localities 
TOBACCO  wrijCri  experienced  severe  damage  from  hail.  Considerable  loss 
of  weight  in  curing  was  anticipated.  Acreage  of  type  53  was  down  due  to  the 
unfavorable  market  in  1946  and  1947. 

Production  of  fruits  was  disappointing.  Peaches  yielded  well  and 
FRUITS  the  grape  crop  was  above  average.  Pears  and  apples  fell  below  1947 
and  were  much  below  the  1937-46  average.  Freezing  temperatures  and  poor 
pollination  weather  were  principally  to  blame  for  the  small  apple  crop. 

PENNSYLVANIA  FARM  LIVESTOCK  INVENTORY,  JANUARY  I,  1949 

FARM  inventory  value  of  the  five  species  of  livestock  (cattle,  hogs,  sheep, 
horses  and  mules)  on  Pennsylvania  farms  January  1,  1949  of  $349,992,000 
was  12%  above  January  1,  1948.  With  chickens  and  turkeys  included,  total 
farm  inventory  value  was  $401,564,000,  13%  above  a  year  previous.  Tne  down- 
ward trend  in  number  of  sheep,  horses  and  mules  continued,  but  all  other 
species  showed  some  increase.  Milk  cows  and  heifers  2  years  old  and  over 
kept  for  milk  on  farms  showed  an  increase  of  1%,  with  the  number  totaling 
1  million  head  on  January  1,  1949.  Percentage  changes  between  the  first-of- 
the-year  inventories  of  1949  and  1948  were:  cattle,  up  2%;  hogs,  up  1%; 
sheep,  down  1%;  horses,  down  15%;  mules,  down  22%;  chickens,  up  2%  and 
turkeys  up  10%. 

Changes  in  value  per  head  over  a  year  previous  were:  cattle  and  milk 
cows,  each  up  13%;  hogs,  down  8%;  sheep,  up  16%;  horses,  down  5%;  mules, 
unchanged;  chickens  up  16%  and  turkeys,  up  6%.  Value  of  milk  cows  per 
head  surpassed  the  1947  record. 

The  number  of  cattle  and  calves  on  farms  January  1,  1949  was  2% 
CATTLE  higher  than  a  year  previous.  Milk  cows  and  heifers  2  years  old 
and  over  increased  to  the  1947  level.  Heifers  1  to  2  years  old  for  milk  re- 
mained the  same  as  January  1,  1948.  Heifer  calves  under  1  year  of  age 
numbered  260,000,  compared  with  246,000  a  year  earlier,  an  increase  of  6%. 
The  10%  increase  in  steers  1  year  old  and  older  indicated  some  increase  in 
the  production  of  beef  in  the  State  in  1949. 

Of  the  718,000  hogs  on  Pennsylvania  farms  January  1,  1949,  445,000 
HOGS  were  less  than  6  months  old.  Of  the  273,000  6  months  old  or  older, 
94,000  were  sows  or  gilts  compared  with  82,000  on  January  1,  1948.  The  com- 
bined spring  and  fall  pig  crops,  1,033,000  was  2%  larger  than  the  1948  crop. 

The  sheep  inventory  of  228,000  head,  was  down  1%  from  the  previous 
SHEEP  record  low  numbers  of  230,000  a  year  earlier.  At  the  beginning  of 
1867  there  were  2,985,000  sheep  on  Pennsylvania  farms.  The  number  of  ewes 
1  year  and  older  January  1,  1949  was  146,000,  the  same  as  a  year  previous. 
Ewe  lambs  totaled  35,000  compared  with  34,000  in  1948.  Low  returns  in  com- 
parison with  other  livestock  enterprises,  fencing  problems  and  losses  from 
dogs  and  predatory  animals  contributed  to  the  decline  in  sheep  numbers. 
HORSES  Horse  numbers,  declining  since  1932,  totaled  130,000,  15%  below  a 
AND  year  previous.  The  number  of  mules  has  been  decreasing  since 
MULES  1936  and  totaled  14,000  compared  with  18,000  on  January  1,  1948. 
Continued  mechanization  of  farms  has  reduced  demand  for  workstock  and 
prices  continue  to  drop.  Stallions  registered  during  1948  by  the  State  Bureau 
of  Animal  Industry,  numbered  only  110,  compared  with  124  in  1947,  131  in 
1946,  144  in  1945,  177  in  1944,  269  in  1943,  320  in  1942,  396  in  1941  and  438  in 
1940. 

Hens  on  Pennsylvania  farms  declined  1%  to  7,023,000;  pullets  in- 
POUL1RY  creasec;  i%  to  14,298,000  and  other  chickens  increased  20%  to 
2,779,000.  Value  per  head  of  all  chickens  increased  from  $1.79  on  January  1, 
1948  to  $2.08  on  January  1,  1949. 

EGGS  AND  Production  of  eggs  set  a  new  record  of  3,096,000,000  in  1948,  almost 
CHICKS       2%  higher  than  the  previous  record  established  in  1947. 

The  1948  total  of  chicks  produced  by  commercial  hatcheries  was  55,800,000 
compared  with  60,620,000  in  1947.
